WHOM DO WE FEED AND HOW? 


I have before me figures of the ECA which 
buys supplies, under the Marshall Plan, at the 
direction of Administrator, Paul G. Hoffman. 


I have had compiled for the period of five . 


months, Septemer 1, 1948, through January 31, 


1949, total purchases of bacon, flour and wheat, — 


in what country purchased and to what country 
sent. 

All bacon purchased during this period was 
purchased in Canada and shipped to England. 


Not one pound was purchased in the United | 


States. Not one pound went to any other coun- 
try exeept England. Total purchases of bacon 
were - 110,565,374 pounds at a cost of 
$36,445,252.03. } 

During the same period, purchases of Can- 
adian flour for shipment to England amounted 


to’5,997,965 bags of 140 lbs. each. The cost of ° 


this flour was $35,481,749.22. During the same 
period, small quantities of flour were purchased 
in Canada and shipped to Holland, Nomway and 
France. The amount of Canadian flour, how- 
ever, shipped to Holland, Norway. an@ France 
was rather insignificant as compared to the 
amount going to Great Britain. 

Duririg the same period, the amount of flour 
purchased in the United States was only a frac- 
tion of that purchased in Canada. The flour 
purchased in the United States went to France, 
Italy, Norway, Africa and Java. 

During the same five months, purchases of 
wheat in Canada and shipped to England were 
50,645,225 bushels at a cost of $89,878,140.39. 
Wheat purchased in Canada for shipment to 
other countries was negligible in comparison. 

Wheat purchased during the same period in 
the United States amounted roughly to 1Q per 
cent of the wheat purchased in Canada. 


COTTON . 

. During six months, from August 1, 1948, 
through January 31, 1949, total purchases of 
cotton were equivalent to 918,544 bales averag- 
ing 500 pounds. The average cost ofthe cotton 


was 36 1-5 cents a pound. There is nothing to -

September 1948, total purchases were equal to 
366,754 bales of 500 pound average. The aver- 
age cost was 37.7lc per pound. There is no ex- 
planation as to why it was necessary to pay 
37.71c per- pound in August and September. 
During the next four months, the average cost 
was around 35c per pound.

Pausing there, trying to visualize the situation 
at that time, I repeated his words for I am con- 


_ vinced that the United States now faces a situ- 


ation ten times.more alarming than that in 
1775.

committed suicide. 

.Mr. Forrestal, who had differed widely from 
established government policy with respect to 
weakening the life-line to the world’s greatest 
source of oil, to the setting up of Israel, to the 
refusal to restore diplomatic relations with 
Spain and to kindred matters, had for many 
months been brutally and cruelly attacked by 
radio “commentators” like “Walter Winchell” 
and Drew Pearson. 

We have never known either of these latter 
“gentlemen” to say a friendly word on behalf 
of anyone who had opposed the domination of 
the United States by either Communism or 
Zionism. We ourselves, having constantly op- 
posed both these alien influences, have been 
scornfully attacked by both. 

Apparently the sensitive nature of Mr. For- 
restal, who had worn himself out in the service 
of his country, cracked under the vituperations 
of these Sunday evening broadcasters and 
others who applied ceaseless, vindictive pres- 
sure. 

The fate of Mr. Forrestal is, we believe, 
characteristic of the fate to which both Com- 
munists and Zionists would willingly consign 
any person who ventures to differ with them— 
however slightly. This vindictiveness is illus- 
trated not only in driving a man to suicide, but 
in the constant efforts by men like “Winchell” 
and Pearson and others little less notorious, to 
assassinate or mar ‘the character or reputation 
of any individual or group that ventures to 
stand up for truly American principles. 

In passing,.we have reason to kelieve that 
the growing timidity and unwillimgness of many 
corporation managers to subscribe to organiza- 
tions like NEC which stand forthrightly for 
America and the welfare of the American peo- 
ple is due tothe machinations and intimidations 
practiced’ by representatives of Communism 
and, particularly, Zionism. 

Of course, once Mr. Forrestal was gone, he 
had no louder singers of his praise than the 
very people who had been his detractors. Thus 
has it ever been with cowards.

‘dictated unconditional surrender by Germany 
and Japan, the dropping of the atomic bombs, 
the Nuremberg trials, and the scrapping of 
German industrial plants and the Morgenthau
